“The policy often acts as an 
absolute obstacle to any enforcement activ- 
ity whatsoever,” and it demoralizes volun- 
teers who view their efforts as wasted. 

While noting that malicious interfer- 
ence cases often attract a lot of attention 
within the amateur community, the League 
said ham radio can be “justifiably proud” of 
its history of voluntary rule compliance. 
“The overall level of compliant behavior 
among amateurs has not deteriorated over 
the years,” the League emphasized, citing 
fewer than 10 active malicious interference 
cases in the US at present. Q

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MALICIOUS INTERFERENCE 


Whatever happened to the rule that we 
were to IGNORE these jerks? Recently 
almost everyone being interfered with has 
made it a point to bait the perpetrators, 
rather than ignore them. 

Unless you know that there’s an active 
direction finding (DF) operation going on 
at that very moment, you should IGNORE 
the interfering station. If you, in any way, 
acknowledge their presence, and the degree 
of success they’re having in interfering 
with your conversation, you’re doing noth- 
ing more than giving them satisfaction and 
encouragement! I don’t think that’s the way 
to get them to give up and find another 
‘hobby’. 

Those of you who frequently converse 
with one another should devise, in advance, 
a simple code-word to inform the other 
party to go to an alternate repeater, or 
another mode of communication. Whatev- 
er you do, don’t give-out the frequency of 
the other repeater! Simply use its name, or 
a code-name. 

ALL DF information should be given 
to W3BBB via telephone. 

We certainly want to make newcomers 
feel welcome to ’03, but beware that there’s 
one station out there identifying as 
KA3LLY—a call which is not authorized 
to operate in the two-meter band.

ARRL calls on FCC to privatize handling of 
malicious interference complaints 


Citing “a substantial need to improve 
and increase the quantity and quality” and 
timeliness of enforcement in malicious in- 
terference complaints, the ARRL has called 
on the FCC to “create a streamlined, priva- 
tized enforcement process” to handle and 
adjudicate the most serious Amateur Ser- 
vice rules violations. In a petition for rule- 
making filed March 28, the League asked 
that the FCC change its rules to permit 
members of the volunteer Amateur Auxil- 
lary to bring evidence of malicious interfer- 
ence violations directly before the FCC’s 
Chief Administrative Law Judge. The Chief 
ALJ would be authorized to determine if the 
complainants have a valid case, to issue 
show-cause orders, and to designate com- 
plaints for hearing. 

The League recommended that the FCC 
Capitalize on the volunteer resources avail- 
able through the Amateur Auxiliary to re- 
lieve the evidence-gathering burden in such 
cases. If the rules changes are approved, the 
League said it would likely assist members 
of the Amateur Auxiliary in preparing and 
submitting complaints and in presenting 
cases at administrative hearings. “The in- 
creased use of volunteer resources would 
seem to be entirely appropriate in the Am- 
ateur Service, which involves avocational 
use of radio only,” the ARRL concluded. 

While noting that most hams obey the 
rules, the League said Amateur Radio needs 
the Commission’s help “in a very few, 


persistent, serious enforcement cases” but 
has not been getting it in recent years be- 
cause of the FCC’s staff and budgetary 
limitations. 

“Indeed, notwithstanding the best ef- 
forts of the Commission over the past sev- 
eral years, there has been no resolution of 
the four or five most serious cases brought 
to the Commission’s attention,” the League 
said in its petition. Even in some of the 
cases the FCC did act upon, the League said 
the Commission did not go far enough to 
make the problems go away permanently. 
The League cited a case in New Orleans 
where fines against several amateurs were 
reduced but remain unpaid and uncollect- 
ed. “There is a widespread, and growing, 
perception that administrative forfeitures 
are not collectable,” the ARRL said, point- 
ing to the complex, time-consuming meth- 
od of collecting fines that is required by 
federal law. 

The ARRL noted that while the FCC 
suspended one ham’s license in that city in 
1996, it failed to look into malicious inter- 
ference charges against at least two other 
hams in that area. The League said exam- 
ples like these send a message that the FCC 
won’t enforce Amateur Service rules in 
malicious interference cases. “Malicious 
interference problems, if left unchecked, 
tend to spread and increase in intensity,” the 
League said. The ARRL suggested that a 
series of “visible, successful enforcement 
actions” would deter rules violations and 
promote self-regulation. 

The ARRL also suggested that some 
FCC policies get in the way of timely, 
effective enforcement. Current Wireless 
Telecommunications Bureau policyrequires 
the Commission to independently corrobo- 
rate evidence gathered by Amateur Radio

She said that the TS-570S would fit the 
console better, so that was what we would 
get. | was in no position to argue, and a few 
days later the TS-570S arrived. 
The HF antenna is the Windom, the 6M 
antenna is a Ringo for FM, and 4 element 
beam (9.5db) for AM, SSB and CW. The 
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&, antenna switch will be installed ASAP. The 
oJ switch will be for the 6M side only. For 6M 
eS the radio has a ‘smart’ antenna switch that

HIGH DEFINITION TELEVISION 
Bob Thomas, W3NE 
Former Director of Technology of the ABC Television Network 


he prospect of a new television 

system, that seems to promise 

enormous improvements in pic- 
ture quality and sound fidelity, has 
captivated industry and public alike. 
High Definition Television (HDTV) 
was introduced to this country in the 
late ’seventies by the Japanese Gov- 
ernment broadcast agency, NHK. A 
few years later, following intense pro- 
motion by the Japanese, and becom- 
ing embraced by a prominent domes- 
tic television network, the NHK sys- 
tem was demonstrated on-air in Wash- 
ington, D.C. Although the results of 
the test broadcasts were mediocre, the 
network continued to press for adop- 
tion of the NHK system as an official 
U.S. National HDTV standard, but 
their dubious efforts were narrowly 
defeated in the courts. This was a 
wake-up call for U.S. industry! 

With the blessing of the Justice 
Department, which belatedly recog- 
nized the benefits of relaxing certain 
antitrust restrictions, domestic broad- 
casters, universities, research labora- 
tories and equipment manufacturers, 
embarked on development ofa unique- 
ly American system of high definition 
television. Intensive basic research, 
development of sophisticated signal 
processing techniques, and design of 
complex hardware were conducted 
independently, and by various coali- 
tions of participants, culminating in 


four different proposals for an HDTV 
system. Following extensive compar- 
ative testing of competing video and 
transmission systems, a comprehen- 
sive Final Report, combining the best 
attributes of each original proposal, 
was issued by the FCC in October 
1995. After a year of rigorous public 
review and comment, the FCC was on 
the verge of officially adopting its Re- 
port when last minute political inter- 
vention by two film and computer in- 
dustry representatives aborted inclu- 
sion of the very heart of the finely- 
tuned standards proposal. The Com- 
mission hastily adopted a weakened 
“standard” on Christmas Eve 1996, 
finally opening the way for develop- 
ment of consumer products and pro- 
gram delivery systems, but with many 
questions left unanswered. 

Bob Thomas, from his high-level 
perspective, will present an inside view 
of HDTV, or more accurately, Digital 
Television (DTV), as it has subsequent- 
ly become known. The program will 
present the essential elements of DTV, 
and describe some little-known ancil- 
lary capabilities; it will relate impor- 
tant events that led to establishment 
of the new standard; it will describe 
technical innovations that arose from 
compromise and cooperation among 
otherwise fierce competitors; and it 
will attempt an informed glimpse into 
the future of this new medium. &
